Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  1968. 

Vital  Statistics. 


Population  15.000.  During  the  year  the  population  of  the 
District  rose  by  over  a  thousand  bringing  the  estimated  mid-year 
figure  to  13,000. 

Birth  Rate.  A  somewhat  downward  trend  in  the  birth  rate  is 
noted  this  year  as  compared  with  1967,  bringing  the  rate  below  the 
national  average.  This  may  be  explained  by  the  fact  that  (l)  there 
were  nine  fewer  births  this  year  compared  with  last,  (2)  the 
population  increased  by  1,100  and  (3)  the  comparability  factor 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  was  reduced. 

Death  Rate.  The  corrected  Death  Rate  remains  virtually 
unchanged  at  12.5  per  1,000  population.  This  is  fractionally 
greater  than  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  ( 11 . 9 ) 
and  is  to  some  extent  accounted  for  by  the  high  comparability 
factor  (l.4l)  for  the  District.  This  factor  which  is  applied 
to  the  crude  Birth  Rate  taking  into  consideration  the  way  in 
which  the  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  land  population  differs 
from  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  and  in  addition  takes 
into  account  the  presence  of  residential  institutions  in  the  area. 
Exactly  half  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  disease  of  the  cardio¬ 
vascular  system  and  2C$  of  malignant  neoplasms. 
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ANNUAL  REPORT  (Cont'd) 


Infant  Mortality.  Three  infants  died  during  the  year  before 
reaching  the  age  of  12  months  -  two  from  congenital  abnormalities 
and  one  from  pneumonia.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is,  therefore, 
12.2  per  1.000  live  births  -  a  figure  which  is  less  than  that  for 
1967  (15c7)  and  compares  well  with  the  National  average  (l8.0). 

Infectious  Diseases.  There  were  no  outbreaks  of  notifiable 
diseases  during  the  year  and  although  148  notifications  were 
received  all  but  six  were  childhood  infections  relating  to  Scarlet 
Fever,  Whooping  Cough  and  Measles. 

Social  Conditions. 

Main  Drainage.  Contract  12  extensions  for  the  Sewage  Treat¬ 
ment  Works  were  completed  with  the  works  becoming  fully  operation¬ 
al. 


As  part  of  the  Main  Drainage  programme  for  Eaton  Socon,  a 
contract  will  shortly  be  let  for  the  relief  sewer.  This  will 
be  followed  by  further  works  to  serve  the  planned  expansion  of 
the  area. 

Housing.  98  Council  dwellings  were  completed  during  the 
year.  These  houses  were  mainly  for  use  in  connection  with  the 
Council’s  town  development  scheme  with  the  Greater  London 
Council  and  the  remainder  were  for  general  needs. 

In  addition  to  this  some  127  private  dwellings  were  completed 
and  occupied  during  1968. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to 
Mr.  Ostler  and  all  other  members  of  the  Department’s  staff  for  the 
assistance  they  have  given  me  and  for  all  the  work  they  have 
carried  out  during  the  year.

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  include  my  report  for  the  year  1968. 

Although  I  have  only  occasional  and  supervisory  duties  in 
connection  with  meat  inspection,  which  is  performed  very  capably 
by  our  authorised  inspector,  in  all  other  spheres  the  continued 
expansion  of  the  town  brings  difficulties  to  what  is  otherwise  a 
one-man  department. 

The  bed-rock  of  Public  Health  work  is  that  of  systematic 
inspection,  supervision  and  research,  and  an  adequate  routine  of 
this  kind  is  impossible  to  sustain  in  face  of  an  increasing  number 
of  emergency  calls  and  other  necessary  distractions.  I  personally 
hope  that  a  restoration  of  an  over-riding  concern  for  environmental 
health  in  all  Council  activities  will  be  an  important  effect  of 
implementing  the  Report  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Local  Government. 

The  opening  early  this  year  of  the  Council's  first  caravan  site, 
with  features  much  superior  to  the  basic  model  standards,  is  a  valuable 
achievement.  Also  established  was  the  first  unattended  self-service 
petrol  station  in  the  area,  believed  to  be  one  of  several  proposed. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  support  received 
from  the  various  members  of  the  Council  and  of  the  advise  and  co¬ 
operation  afforded  by  other  officers.

At  the  only  abattoir  in  the  district,  one  hundred  per  cent 
inspection  was  maintained  by  a  full-time  inspector,  who  was  in 
attendance  during  almost  the  entire  period  of  slaughtering  hours <, 

Fortunately,  although  the  times  and  rates  of  slaughter  vary  most 
unpredict ably,  they  are  confined  to  reasonable  hours,  and  it  was 
not  found  necessary  to  evoke  the  power  to  fix  times  of  slaughtering 
under  the  Meat  Inspection  (Amendment)  Regulations  1966, 

The  abattoir  is  fully  approved  and  regularly  inspected  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  for  the  export  of  meat  to  the  continent 0 
Consignments  have  been  mainly  of  sheep,  and  these  are  additionally 
inspected  by  an  authorised  veterinary  officer„

A  further  5  cwt  of  miscellaneous  items  of  frozen  foods  and 
icecream  were  accepted  for  surrender  owing  to  refrigeration  failure.

There  were  no  reported  cases  of  extraneous  matter  in  food  this 
year,  hut  several  complaints  occurred  of  the  sale  of  pre-packed 
perishable  items  which  were  stale  or  mouldy. 

One  of  those  concerned  the  sale  of  sausages  from  a  multiple 
store  of  which  previous  similar  complaints  had  been  received* 
After  part  had  been  consumed  by  a  child  who  became  very  sick,  the 
remainder  were  seen  to  be  unsound 9  and  investigation  showed 
inefficient  stock  rotation  and  excessive  temperature  of  storage 
at  the  shop*  On  prosecution,  a  fine  of  £25  was  imposed* 

A  further  case  in  which  meat  pies  exceeding  a  month  in  age 
were  found  on  display  for  sale  was  dealt  with  by  a  warning  only*
